Stalin launched many ‘‘peace”’ 
moves, the most notable being 
the notorious ‘‘Stockholm peace 
pledge.”” All were designed to 
do one thing and one thing only 
—to reduce the enthusiasm of 
European nations for supporting 
NATO. 


The Communists feel that with 


**peace’’ prevailing, they can go 
to work politically in the coun- 
tries of Europe and persuade the 
governments to reduce, or with- 
draw, commitments to a West- 
ern defense. France, for ex- 
ample, has never been too en- 
thusiastic. Other nations, in- 
cluding Britain, with their econ- 
omies wrecked or severely dam- 
aged by the war, have. already 
been forced to reduce expendi- 
tures. 

The French Communist party, 
hadly weakened and di§credited, 
is ‘to receive back again its 
leader, Marcel] Thorez, who has 
been in Moscow for three years. 
This, too, fits into the jigsaw 
puzzle. 

‘‘Peace”’ in Korea likely will 
be followed by ‘‘peace’”’ in Indo- 
china ... (but not Malaya 
where the British are involved), 
and the Communists will begin 
a mighty effort on the Continent 
to sell themselves as the force 
which eliminated threat of war 
and, thereby, made armaments 
unnecessary. 

They would hope, thereby, to 
destroy the European army and 
make NATO impotent. In fact,

Soviets Cut 
Prices in 100 
Food Classes 


MOSCOW, March. 31 (#—Prime} 
Minister Georgi M. Malenkov’s 
government today cut prices in 
more than 100 classifications of 
foodstuffs and other consumer 
goods." Moscow radio announced 
the new prices go into effect to- 
morrow throughout the USSR. 


The announcement came on the 
anniversary of the 1952 price re-} 
duction decree. Similar decrees 
were issued in 1947, 1949, 1950 and 
1951. The government can order 
general price reductions in state 
and co-operative stores because the 
government itself fixes the prices. 


The general range of the reduc- 
tions was between 5 and 15 per 
cent, although the cuts reached 50 
per cent for potatoes, fresh fruits 
and vegetables sold in state co- 
operative stores. 

William L. Ryan, AP foreign 
news analyst, writes: 


The Soviet announcement comes 
as no surprise to western students 
of the Soviet Union. Even without 
the change to a new regime after 
the death of Joseph Stalin, the 
price reduction would likely have 
come as a matter of course. It 
has important propaganda value 
for the Soviet Union domestically. 

Many consumer goods, particu- 
larly clothing, footwear and home 
utensils, still are extremely expen- 
sive for the Soviet consumer. For 
many, such items as butter and 
meat still are beyond reach.

The selection 
of Hammarskjoeld is believed to 
be the first important action on 
which thé United States and the 
Soviet Union have been in agree- 
ment since they supported the 
start of the Korean armistice ne 
gotiations in June, 1951. 

The charter provides that the 
secretary general be elected by 
the Assembly, but since no other 
candidate has been nominated 
this will be a mere formality. 


The circumstances of the selec- 
tion lend little support to the 
theory that Soviet .policy, which 
on other issues has been more 
conciliatory since the accession of 
Premier George M. Malenkov, 
has changed in so far as the 
United Nations is concerned.

Let’s Not Fear 
Results of Peace 


When meretalk of peace is reflected 
in such behavior as. we witnessed on 
the New York Stock Exchange Mon- 
day, it next appears as Communist 
propaganda from every Red radio out- 
let in the world. 

Such an apparent admission of lack 
of faith in our ability to maintain a 
peacetime economy at the level of pros- 
perity we have held during the war 
years plays squarely into the Kremlin’s 
hands. Their tirades against the “Wall 
Street warmongers” will become a lit- 
tle more shrill and a little more cred- 
ible to those ignorant of the intricate 
operations of our economy. | 

Of course, the\stocks involved were 
in heavy industry directly concerned 
with the war effort. Their behavior 
may be considered normal, even if re- 
grettable. 

Speculators and all other Ameri- 
cans fearful of what “peace” would 
mean to the nation should remember 
the tremendous tasks ahead for the 
United States in building a free-world 
peacetime economy that present greater 
challenges and opportunities. than any 
war-dependent prosperity. 

The job of reconstruction and re- 
habilitation still to be done, the break- 
ing down of barriers that can open 
great new opportunities for world 
trade, the building of reciprocal rela- 
tionships between nations that will pro- 
vide employment for any who may be 
displaced from war industries—these 
are only a few of the problems and the 
opportunities challenging American en- 
terprise should peace somehow come. 


Truce talks at Panmunjom do not 
necessarily mean there will be a truce. 
A truce does not necessarily mean 
there will be peace, except the tem- 
porary lull between rounds of the 
struggle. Until there are ironclad guar- 
antees, the American defense effort 
must be permanent. We must build 
more planes and more guns than those 
likely to be turned upon us. Surely 
we have learned that lesson. 

However, we should not think in 
terms of a permanent war economy. 
We must also plan for peace. Should 
it by any chance. become a reality, we 
must be ready for that, too. 

It looks now as though we must be 
ready for war for many years to come. 
Our military strength must be main- 
tained. The Soviets—if they want peace 
—want it in order to become stronger. 


But, please, let’s not be afraid of the 


consequences of peace. That’s the goal 
of all our anguished struggle.

Some Privileges, Too 


We all know that members of the 
House and Senate cannot get rich on 
their $15,000-a-year salaries consider- 
ing the extent of their personal and 
official expenses. However, through 
the years, other benefits have been 
added that make the going a little 
easier. 

These additional privileges range 
from free shaves for senators to a re- 
tirement plan for members of. both 
houses, | 

Representatives and senators get an- 
nual salaries of $12,500, plus $2,500 for 
expenses, with the first $3,000 of Wash- 
ington living expenses exempt from 
taxation. They are provided offices in 
Washington and office space in their 
home states as well. 

Allowance for office help is on the 
basis of population, with: each senator 
entitled to funds ranging from $39,540 
to $49,680 for this purpose. 

House members are allowed up to 
$12,500 as basic employee allowances, 
with automatic pay increases voted 
since the basic rates were established 
making almost twice that amount pos- 
sible. 

Members of both houses may “frank” 
official mail and are permitted a quota 
of free long-distance telephone calls 
and telegrams.’ They receive allot- 
ments for air mail and special delivery 
postage, stationery and a round trip to 
Washington once a year. |

Red Peace Talks 
Soviet Politics? 


WASHINGTON—Politics is politics the 


world over, and even Soviet Russia with its . 


dictatorship is no exception. That’s the 
real meaning of the various moves being 
made by Malenkov to strengthen his posi- 
tion internally, first, by reducing prices of 
food and consumer goods and, second, by 
em a gesture of peace in 

the Korean. situation. 
Both are important 
moves by which the 
new regime hopes to 
curry favor with the 
.people in Soviet Russia. 
The latter are fearful 
of another large-scale 

war. 

Will the Korean War 
be ended by .the new 
pee parleys? The Red Chi- 
nese Premier, who has launched the new 
negotiations, is just back from a long visit 


to.Moscow. Doubtless all the tricks of the 


plan were carefully worked out in detail 
with the Soviet government in recent weeks. 
Demand for a “cease fire’’ will be made 
just as soon as the problem of exchanging 
prisoners is settled. A ‘‘compromise’”’ on 
this point may be expected. Then the Com- 
munists will have their way on the major 
issues. 

There is little likelihood that any pun- 
ishment will be visited on either the Red 
China or the North Korean governments, 
The palavering will continue for months on 
unsettled ‘‘political’’ questions. Meanwhile, 
Soviet Russia will send her supplies to the 
Far East just above the Yalu to build up 
military strength there and prepare an- 
other threat not only against the UN forces, 
who will have to stand guard in present 
numbers in Korea, but also against Japan. 
Under the terms of the one-sided armistice 
now being proposed, the UN troops cannot 
be reinforced or additional airplanes or 
weapons sent into Korea for a_ build-up 
corresponding to the increased Russian aid 
that can be readily mobilized on the Man- 
churian-Korean border. 

The Allies will be given another chance 
to make concessions to the Communists 
once they swallow the bait about an imme- 
diate ‘‘cease fire.’’ Then, if actual hos- 
tilities do cease’for a while, the leverage 
toward getting compliance with UN objec- 
tives will have been lost and thereafter 
any resumption of fighting in Korea would 
be the responsibility of the Western coun- 
tries. 

What else can be done? A time limit-on 
the armistice negotiations can be imposed 
—not more than 20 days—after which, un- 
less UN terms are accepted, all parleys 
“would be dropped and fighting would be 
resumed. 

The entire answer to Korea is a military 
one—and when the Allies get ready to act 
in concert and in strict fidelity to one an- 
other on the matter of trading with the 
enemy, the terms of peace can be dictated 
by the United States and her allies instead 
of by Red China and Soviet Russia, which 
is the humiliating fact of today’s dis- 
patches, no matter how the latest offers 
from Peiping are interpreted.

Final Test Due

WASHINGTON—For 20 years the Amer- 
ican people have been accustomed to a 
President. and a national administration 
that sought earnestly to protect and pre- 
serve their heritage of natural resources. 

They have taken it for 
granted and cannot 
conceive that long-es- 
tablished policy can be 
changed. 

How quickly it can, 
and how sharply, they 
are suddenly finding 
out this week with both 
branches of Congress 
considering bills to turn 
over to the~ states the 

Pe oil-rich coastal lands 
which the aisecne Court has held are in 
the public domain belonging to all the peo- 
ple. This is made the first major measure 
of the ‘‘clean-up-the-mess,’’ ‘“‘new broom’’ 
Eisenhower administration. 

In other and more robust times, we 
would have heard loud cries of ‘a big 
steal.”” As a matter of fact, former Presi- 
dent Truman, who is of the robust tradi- 
tion, came close enough when he called it 
“highway robbery in broad _ daylight.’’ 

Oil has a mighty voice around here—and 
in both parties. And no President in the 
White House now to say ‘‘nay.”’ President 
Eisenhower has been besought to shift the 
position he took in the campaign and stand, 
as did his predecessor, for federal owner- 
ship and‘ control of this part of our public 
domain. 

But, he is standing pat for state owner- 
ship out to the “historic boundaries’— 
which means around 11 or 12 miles for 
Texas and the west coast of Florida. The 
House of Representatives was reminded of 
the President’s position at the very outset 
of debate by Rep. Patrick J. Hillings. 
Hillings is a Republican from California, 
one of the states directly involved, the oth- 
ers being Texas and Louisiana. 


Among those who sought to get Presi- 


dent Eisenhower to change his position 
were not only persons of expert knowledge 
who are fully aware of the threat in this 
marginal sea precedent to our whole nat- 
ural resources policy, but also plain citi- 
zens who are getting more and more con- 
cerned about what is in store. Such, for 
example, as the woman from a Midwestern 


‘farm state who wrote to President-elect 
Eisenhower Jan. 25, including: 


“IT had hoped, for one, that you might 
prove to be above political pressure in this 
first big political test.” 

It is suggested, instead, that letters 
might better be addressed to the Senate. 
There a group of senators, headed by Sen. 
Clinton P. Anderson (Dem., N. Mex.), is 
planning to make a last-ditch fight—and 
filibuster if necessary—to alert the nation 
and try to keep this part of our national 


domain and national heritage for all the - 


people. There’s still time, for prolonged 
debate is expected in the Senate. 

The Senate is the last hope, as it has 
been often in our history; for the President 
has promised to sign a state bill if and 
when it reaches him.

Tyrone—The Education department in 
sponsoring legislation to effect public own- 
ership of school busses, and operation by 
students, or whosoever they can obtain for 
a few dollars per month, is about to per- 
form an act under the pretense of econo- 
mizing. I am not a member of the Bus 
Drivers’ Association nor am I a bus driver. 
However, I am interested in the safety of 
the school children of the state who ride 
these busses. 

If a boy of high school age is as safe in 
driving as an older man, as sponsors of 
this bill try to make us believe, then, 
why do all insurance companies. charge 
higher rates and in some instances refuse 
to sell insurance to drivers under 25? 

Look at it from the standpoint. of pres- 
ent drivers. Many operated these busses 
on salaries in the neighborhood of $70 per 
month for several years. . Out of this they 
had to purchase a bus, maintain it and pay 
fuel expenses. Their present salaries are 
now in line with that of the average la- 
borer. However, they now pay $3,000 for 
a new bus instead of $1,200, 29 cents for 
gas instead of 13 cents, and all other costs 
have increased. 

, If the state takes over these busses, 
present owners, in addition to losing their 
jobs, will be forced to either sell their bus 
for a fraction of the value to the state, or 
push them into the junk pile as a complete 
loss, because they are notwseful for any 
other purpose.

Was he all that time 
fighting against the wil] 
of God? If she had re- 
covered, would he not 
have called her recdév- 
ery the will of God? 
Yet surely we cannot 
Have it both ways. 

A boy was killed in 
a raid on Berlin. His : 
mother says she is trying to bow to the 
will of God. But was it God’s will? Or 
was it the will of Hitler? 


A little boy in India died in the cholera 
epidemic. His father said, “It is the will 
of God.” Close by his little girl was sleep- 
ing.’ Dr. Weatherhead said to the man: 
“Suppose someone crept up the steps onto 
the veranda tonight and deliberately put a 
wad of cotton soaked in cholera germ cule 
ture over your little girl’s mouth, what 
would you think of that?” 

““My God,” he said, 
think about that? 


“what would I 
Nobody would do such a 
damnable thing.”” ‘‘But John,” his friend 
said quietly, ‘‘isn’t that just what you have 
accused God of doing when you said it was 
His will? Call your little boy’s death the 
result of mass ignorance, call it mass folly,- 
call it mass sin, if you like, but don’t call 
it the will of God.”’ 


Those who want a text for this will find 
it in Matthew 18:14: “It is not the will ef 
your Father which is in heaven, that one 
of these little ones should perish.”’ 


The will of God really should be divided 
into three parts: (1) The intentional will 
of God, (2) the circumstantial will of God, 
(3) the ultimate will of God. Dr. Leslie 
D. Weatherhead has written a book entitled, 
“The Will of God.’ 


It is a little book which sells for only 
a dollar. If your book store does not have 
it, write me and I will get you a copy. I 
am taking my discussion today and the 
next several days from that little book. 

Was it God’s intention that Christ should 
I think not. Rather it 
was the intentional will of God that men 
should follow Christ, not kill Him. But 
when circumstances wrought by man’s evil 
set up the situation that Christ was com- 
pelled either to die or to run away, then in 
those circumstances the Cross was the cir- 
cumstantial will of God. 

However, there is a third sense in which 
we use the phrase “‘the will of God,”’ when 
we mean God’s purpose. It is His purpose 
to win the world to Himself, that is His 
ultimate will. God will not finally be de- 
feated. Not everything that happens is 
His will, but nothing can happen which will 
finally defeat Him.

VISHINSKY STAND 

Former Soviet Foreign Minister 
Vishinsky, making his first ap- 
pearance heré since his return 
last week as permanent repre- 
sentative to the UN, made it clear 
in the steering co ittee’s dis- 
cussion that he would\discuss the 
new Communist proposal at 
length next week during the de- 
bate on an omnibus Polish reso- 
lution. 

Vishinsky did-not mention any 
specific question, but said the as- 
sembly was facing “important 
and urgent problems” 
pressed his opposition to a Phil- 
ippine proposal that the assem- 
bly’s Easter recess start tomor- 
row night and continue until Tues- 
day morning. 

Vishinsky suggested as a com- 
promise that the assembly recon- 
vene Monday. He was supported 
by Sir Gladwyn Jebb, British rep- 
resentative. 

The committee finally agreed to 
start back to work Monday, but 
this compromise was thrown out 
later by the assembly, which de- 
cided to extend the recess until 
Tuesday morning, as originally 
planned. The vote was 26 to 12, 
with 10 abstentions. 


MEETS TUESDAY 

According to present plans, the 
political and security committee, 
not the full assembly, will meet 
Tuesday with the Polish resolu- 
tion as its first order of business. 

The resolution contains, among 
many other proposals, a section 
calling for an immediate cease- 
fire in Korea, with the question 
of the prisoners to be decided 
later at a Far Eastern political 
conference. ? 

Opinion among delegates is di- 
vided about the advisability of 
taking up the Korean qyestion, 
either as a separate item or as 
part of the Polish item. Some 
believe a Korean armistice is so 
vital to the world that the as- 
sembly’s delay in discussing 
Chou’s offer will weaken the 

standing of the United Nations. 


OTHER OPINIONS 


Most observers, however, think 
that Panmunjom, not the assem- 
bly, is the place to clear up the 
ambiguities in Chou’s statement, 
which suggests that prisoners not 
_ willing to go back after an ar- 
mistice be placed in custody of a 
“neutral state,”” but says nothing 
about what is to become of those 
who are still unwilling to accept 
repatriation. 

Some delegates, moreover, be- 
lieve no assembly discussion of 
the Korean question should take 
place until after the outcome of 
the Panmunjom . negotiations. 
Since there appears to be no way 
to take the Polish item off the 
agenda, or to prevent Vishinsky 
from including Korea in the dis- 
cussion, these believe it would be 
better to end the assembly now— 
as had been hoped earlier—and 
hold a special session later in “he 
year if Korean developments 
warranted it.

BONN. "March 31 The Soviet 
Union today added the question 
of Germany’s reunification to 
those it wishes to discuss with 
the Western powers. 

Gen. Vassily I. Chuikov, Rus- 
sian commander-in-chief in Ger- 
many, declared that a four-power 
ronference to negotiate ‘‘a peace 
treaty with Germany and reuni- 
fication of the country’’ cor- 
responds “wholl yand fully” with 
the Soviet Union’s desires. 

The letter was addressed to 
Dr. Joseph Wirth, an elderly and 
obscure ex-chancellor who has 
been used by German Com- 
munists. as a front man for an 
organization known as the Ger- 
man Rally Advocating Reunifi- 
cation. 

To Allied observers Wirth's fh- 
significance and the repetitive 
aspect of Chuikov’s offer do not 
detract fro mthe importance of 
the appéal as another aspect of 
the worldwide attempt by Russia 
to slow down Western rearma- 
ment and ease tension in the 
cold war. 

Two of Federal Germany’s 
leader’s reacted cautiously to 
publication of Chuikov’c letter in 
a Communist newspaper. Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer declared 
that although it would be unwise 
to reject peace feelers which the 
Russians are making. it would be 
proof of the Soviet Union’s good 
intentions if the Russians would 
permit free elections in East 
Germany and return 300,000 
whom the Germans charge they 
still hold as prisoners of war or 
slave laborers. 

Ernest Reuter, mayor of Ber- 
lin, told a press conference .that 
the West possibly will have a 
chance to test this and other 
Soviet offers but that ‘‘no solu- 
tion can be accepted which fails 
to provide for reunification of 
Germany in freedom.”’ 

Reuter, an ex-Communist with 
considerable knowledge of Rus:

In 
turn, the Yugoslav marshal made 
his own promise that, in the event 
of aggression elsewhere, Yugo- 
slavia would take sides against 
the aggressor. : 

In a statement of foreign policy 
before a cheering throng of 100,- 
000 that greeted him at the rail- 
road station on his return to the 
Yugoslav capital from his diplo- 
matic visit to Britain, he stressed 
the need for considering the big 
picture of world interests and not 
merely the local one.

Ex-Red Tells of Party Plot

LOS ANGELES, March 31—(INS)—A young veteran of radio 
who said he quit the Communist Party and rejoined it as an agent 
of the FBI testified today a Red cell in Hollywood's radio industry 
plotted in 1948 to promote “revolution by radio.”’

man, actor and writer, gave de- 
tailed information on workings of 
the ‘‘top secret’’ Red cell to a 
two-man House un-Americna Ac- 
tivities subcommittee. | 


His testimony concluded eight 
days of televised hearings spot- 
lighting Red activities in the Los 
Angeles area. 

Erwin said the radio Red cell 
hoped to ‘‘plan the maximum use 
of radio to create utter confus- 
jon in line with the plans of the 
Communist Party to eause a com- 
plete change in the political set- 
up of the United States Govern- 
ment. 

Erwin, who attended the Uni- 
versity of California at Los An- 
geles, said he joined the party 
the first time in 1942 ‘‘because of 
my interest in certain socialistic 
advance.”” 

_ He told the congressional in- 
vestigators he quit two or three 
months later because ‘“‘it got a 
little freightening to learn that 


‘the party of Marx and Stalin will 


take over the world.’ ”’ 

He said he rejoined the party 
in the autumn of 1947 ‘‘on my own 
initiative but on the counsel! of a 
duly qualified investigating 
agency of 
Government.”’ 

Erwin named radio actresses 
Nina Klowden and Lynn Whitney 
and radio actor Herman Wald- 
man, also known as Herman 
Waldgreen and as David Wolfe, 
as members of the cell that 
plotted “revolution by radio.” 

He said Miss Klowden helped 
bring him into the party, adding: 

“This small group got down 
to microscopic detail on the use 
of radio .. . our plans were to 
create through radio the max- 
imum confusion—for example, we 
would emphasize labor-manage- 
ment strife tothe utmost to at- 
tain the greatest amount of con- 
fusion.

Good leadership coupled with a 
large labor supply of energetic 
people, were prime factors in 
Dublin’s progress. 

The leading industries of the 
shamrock city are textile and 
lumber, with the two largest 
plants being a woolen mill and a 
plywood-veneer mill. 


The woolen mill, part of a 
large national concern, employs 
some 500 persons in its up-to-date 
plant across the river in East 
Dublin. 

From the plywood-veneer plant 
to the Southern markets flows 
furniture, fixtures,-television and 
home paneling made from both 
domestic and imported woods. 


TV TOWERS 

Many of the television towers 
that are now sprouting from the 
roofs of Southeast Georgia homes 
were constructed by another 
major Dublin industry. The firm 
which manufactures the alumi- 
num TV towers also produces 
aluminum farm gates, and radio 
aerials. 

Heading the list of new indus- 
tries moving into Dublin is a 
shirt factory that will hold a 
formal opening in the near 
future. 

Included in the many other in- 
dustries of Dublin are a toy fur- 
niture factory, several fertilizer 
plants, a number of lumber 
mills, meat-processing plants, a 
cotton oil company, ice plants, a 
sheet metal works, cotton gins, a 
Venetian blind works, mattress 
factories, and many others. 

Employed in the more than 30 
industries are sOme 3,000 per- 
sons drawing payroll checks that 
total many thousands of dollars 
weekly. 

LARGEST PAYROLL 


The largest single payroll, 
however, is the eight-million-dol- 
lar Veterans’ Administration Hos- 
‘pital. The 900-bed hospital was 
built by the Navy in 1945 to be 
used as a U. S. Naval hospital. 

In addition to a private hospi- 
tal, a new 60-bed Lauréhs County 
Hospital was constructed in Dub- 
lin under the Hill-Burton Act at 
a cost of $897,000.

For the first time in four years the Greek Orthodox Church 
will celebrate Easter on the same date as the Protestants and 


Roman Catholics. 
The reason is because the Greek 


Easter must follow the Jewish 
Passover, which comes after the 
Protestant and Roman Catholic 
Easter three years out of four. 


Accerding to the Greek Arch- 
diocese of North and South Amer- 
ica, the First. Ecumenica] Coun- 
ci] of Nicea in 325 A. D. decreed 
that Easter fall on the first Sun- 
day after the first full moon fol- 
lowing the spring equinox—the 
formula used by Protestant and 
Roman Catholie churches. 


In addition, the council decreed 
that Easter always follow the 
Jewish Passover because, accord- 
ing to the gospels, Christ was cru- 
cified at the close of the Pass- 
over season. The Greek church is 


the only one which holds to this 


stipulation.

Visiting with some other friend 
who was too lazy to pay a call in person. 

Next time, we know better. We just call her up and inquire 


indolently, ‘‘Whatcha doing?’’ 

The same situation arises in business, If you go to the trouble 
to go to the butcher shop and buy your meat, you may find your- 
self lonely and lost among the lamb chops while the meat cutter 
spends all his time—and yours—taking the telephone orders of the 
ladies who didn’t get out of bed. 


The telephone has its uses. I admire it and use it as often as 
the next one but I can’t get over an ancient and deep-seated aver- 
sion to being impaled on it for long, confidential conversations. 
For one thing, as a country child I was never allowed to take 
the telephone that lightly. We used it for certain important things 
like calling the doctor or checking the weather bureau to see if 

P we were in the path of a hurricane. 


There was nothing private about the telephone of my youth. 
. It-occupied a yellow-varnished case on the wall of the back office 
' at the commissary and in addition to all the people from Mobile 
to Vinegar Bend, who could listen in, there were all the sawmill, 
turpentine still and farm hands sitting around the commissary 
steps. Once I knew a young man so frivolous as to telephone me 
- all the way from Mobile, a distance of 18 miles, about a date. The 
chant went up at the commissary and spread all over the lumber 
yards and even out into the woods that I was wanted on the tele- 
phone. And for days after that people asked me who had died. 
They wouldn’t have believed it if I had told them that it was 
merely a social call from a profligate young man with more 
money (the call cost him 40 cents) than sense. 


No doubt the telephone company has the statistics on us. We 
are.undeniably a talking bunch of folks but it is my considered 
opinion that our best talking is not done over the telephone. |

Answer: Yes, you should be 
able to.

Dr. Karen 
Horney describes four precon- 
ditions for making decisions:

Is Insanity Close to Genius? 


Answer: Psychological re- 
search does not justify this 
conclusion, although such a be- 
lief persists in the minds of 
many people.
